and by which she became known far and 
near as tho greatest heroine of the entire 
North Pintle country. An expert with a 
rine, she became a remarkable huntress, 
and her reputation in thai line is scarce".y, 
if at ail equaled, many buffalo pelts and 
several bear ncalpa in 
that mountain 


homo bearing witness to her ski'.l und brav- 
er}'. Vet her deeds of heroism in a: 
to rid that country of savages are fur more 
extraordinary and hiteresting than any of 
her hunting adventures, for ilrs. Walker 
was tho constant companion of hor husband 
in nearly ail liis perilous adventures during 
tlio times whan i.ho Sioux wero keeping the 
settlors in constant, fear for their safety by 
committii;£ tho most atrocious murders und 
Knocking barbarities. Indeed, the dangers 
of thoso days was any thing but llctiou or 
wrought-up imagination, but terrible reali- 
ties. Just over tho hill, n short distanea 
i'rom the "Walker home, arc the remains of a 
small fort, iu which several whites fell 
wh!lo defending their castle, and each of 
four other not very distant, localities point 
out where atrocious massacres were com- 
mitted; so that it wiil readily be- recog- 
nized as a most unpromising place of safety, 
for even Lhe most daring of men, but n still 
mcro perilous ouc for a slenderly-built 
woman. In fact, for tho latter to willingly 
place herso'.l" in such a position mightbc re- 
garded as almost

Walker, a handsome, nccourilislied, though 
delicate j-oung bride, fresh from the sur-

and carrying the newu of tho sitiatiou to a 
Government post twenty miles distant, 
bringing relief. But another most sicgular 
adventure was related to your correspond- 
ent by Jack 'Douglass, "an old-tinier,'' who 
who claims to owe his existence to this 
heroine's courage. Said he: "I was coming 
down Horse Creek Valley alono oae after-
